RELEVANCE OF EACH DOCUMENT 

Document Al teaches to enable the capacitance between a base and a collector to be 
reduced and a device to be speeded up by increasing the distance between a conductor for a 
base electrode lead-out and an epitaxiallayer without extending an external base region in a 
bipolar transistor for leading out the emitter region from a region which is surrounded by the 
base electrode. 

Document A2 discloses a semiconductor device with a bipolar transistor having good 
characteristics in radio frequency and noise, and a manufacturing method thereof. 

The relevance of the foreign-language documents is described in the present 
specification. An English translation of the foreign-language documents are not readily 
available. However, an English language abstracts are provided herewith. Consequently, the 
foreign language documents has been submitted in compliance with the PTO requirements 
and, therefore, the documents should be considered by the Examiner (37 CFR §1.97, §1.98 
and MPEP §609).
